Andrew. The ground of the Scotch flag 
was blue, and its cross was white. To mark 
the union of the two kingdoms under one 
sovereign the national banner underwent a 
change, although Scotland still retained its 
separate Parliament, In the new flag the two 
banners of England and Scotland were unit- 
ed, There appeared in it the obliqfe white 
cross of St. Andrew on the blue ground, and 
the red cross of St. George on a white margin, 
worked in the blue weld. The King was ac- 
customed to sign his name im the French form 
of James, “Jacques.” He was, in fact, the 
Union Jacques, or, as we improperly pro- 
nounce it Jack. For local purposes the Scotch 
still continued to use the white St. Andrew's 
cross on the blue field and the Enghsh the 
red cross on the white field. It was stated by 
royal proclamation in 1606 that “whereas some 
ditference hath arisen between our subjects of 
South and North Britain, traveling by seas,
